KENTUCKY OAKS WINNERS. 

The Kentucky Oaks is one of the oldest of the 
American classics for fillies and was inaugur- 
ated contemporaneously with the Kentucky 
Derby in 1875. A glance over the list of win- 
ners shows a surprisingly few, if any, that can 
be classed as fair brood mares, and the 
majority of them have made a poor showing in 
the stud. The first winner in 1875 was Vinaig- 
rette, by Vandal— Liza Davis, by Whirlwind 
and out of her five foals by such horses as 
Leamington, Alarm and Reform none was of 
much class. In 1876 Neecy Hale, by Lexington 
—Miriam, by Glencoe, was the winner, but her 
produce has never been above a mediocre 
standard. The same may be said of Felicia, 
by Phaeton- Farfaletta, by Australian, tbe win- 
ner of 1877. Belle of Nelson, by Hunter’s Lexing- 
tou— Julia Mattingly, by John Morgan, tbe next 
in the list for 1878 may be classed in the 
same category. From Liatunah (Lah-tu-nah), 
by John Morgan— Lantana, by Captain Elgee, 
the winner of 1879, there is nothing of much 
class, and Lady Inez, from Longitude, by Long- 
fellow-Fancy Malone, by Jack Malone, tbe 
winner of 1880, is the only performer of her 
dam of any class, and she cot quality enough to 
give Longitude rank as a great brood mare. 
Lucy May, by Buckden out of Georgia 
Bowman, by Lexington, the winner of 1881, was 
practically a failure in the stud, and tbe record 
of Katie Creel, by King Alfonso— Marguerite, 
by Lexington, winner of 1882, is not such 
as to give her any prominence as a 
matron. Vera, by King Alfonso— Veritas, by 
Lexington, the winner of 1883, has produced 
nothing to perpetuate her memory as a brood 
mare. Modesty, by War Dance— Ballet, by 
Planet, the winner of 1884. has yet to make her 
mark, though she is entitled to credit for Daisy 
F. Lizzie Dwyer, by King Alfonso— Lilly 
Duke, by Lexington, winner of 1885, died in 1886 
without any stud record. Pure Rye, by 
Billet— Mary Clark, by Lexington, winner of 
1886, produced Tom Calvert. Florimore. by 
Longfellow— Florae, by Mickey Free, win- 
ner of 1887; Ten Penny, by Ten Broeek 
-Miss Nailer, by Longfellow, 1888, who died 
in 1888; Jewel Ban, 1889, by King Ban- 
Jewel, by War Dance, have not proven them- 
selves what may be considered successes in the 
stnd. Miss Hawkins, by Billet- Lady Motley, 
by Lexington, 1891; Miss Dixie, by Falsetto— 
Barbiche, by King Alfonso, 1892; Monrovia, by 
Strathmore— Leap Frog, by Frogtown, 1893, and 
the later winners to date have yet to be heard 
from. 

The winners of the last few years have yet a 
chance, for a number of them have to be repre- 
sented on tbe turf. The above record for the 
Oaks winners is by no means a creditable one 
for mares of their quality as race mares and 
breeding.— Turf, Field and Farm.
